gram under Project AERBAUTT. Reference is also made to our 
memorandum dated 26 August i 960 granting a Covert Security 
Approval to pexvit S0BJECT*S uee on Project AEJAHISR* It le 
understood that SOBJECT viU continue 10 ridng on AEJAMHSR until 
he is enrolled in the Soviet Realities Orientation program. 

2. In accordance with the provisions set forth in Clandestine 
Services Instruction No. 10*^ and Cler destine Services ^stmctlon « 
Field No. 10«$, a covert sacurlly approval Is granted for the uee 

of the SUBJECT, as described in your request as set forth in 
paragraph 1, above. 

3. SUBJECTS of covert security approvals are not to repre- 
sent themselves as, nor are they to be represented as, employees 
of CIA. 

U. Tour attention is called to the fact that a covert 
security a ppr oval does not constitute complete compliance vith 
the provisions of CIA Regulation 10-210. therefore, if you 
should dealzm at a later date to change the status or use of 
this individual, a request for approval to cover any proposed 
change should be submlttred to this office. 

$• This approval becomas invalid in the event the SUBJECT'S 
services are not utilized within six months of ths date of this, 
memorandum.
